• contemplated third party can not be said with 
certainty, but it is the struggle between the con- 
servative and liberal republicans, in one form 
or the other, that will attract greatest interest. 
That the first bid of a new party made up large- 
ly of seceding republicans would make f.or a 
democratic victory is a consideration not to be 
ignored. 


•' Taxes, railroads, the tariff, control of basic 


monopolies like coal, meat and steel, and the 
state of agriculture will be the major issues. 
Upon these the liberal republicans arc already 
drawing the lines. The "American valuation 
plan" of assessing tariff is attacked as a means 
by which the American manufacturer can prac- 
tically make his own prices. It is asserted that 
removal of surtaxes from business and abolition 
of so-called luxury taxes is a boon to the better- 
to-do which is not adequately offset bysthc in- 
crease of income tax exemptions from $2,000 
to $2,500 for the head of a family, and from 
$200 to $400 for each dependent child. It' is 
nrged that measures for packer and coal control 
;which arc mere gestures carry jokers which dis- 


• arm the federal trade commission of the actual 


powers which it has possessed. It is contended 
.that measures for agricultural relief have been 
emasculated. .Nor should the postponement of 
the soldiers' bonus be ignored! 


All told, this is a formidable arraignment. 


Jhat it does not lack substantiability, at least in 
part, may 'be assumed from the fact that a no 
less conservative republican newspaper than the 
Chicago Tribune has attacked the tariff measure. 
Prediction is freely made by "radicals" that in 
1924 Harding will be worse beaten than was 
Taft in 1912. 
And should the new party devel- 


op to play the "bull moose" role, it might come 
about in somewhat the same way. 


However, conservative republicans are not 


down-hearted. 
"Money talks." 
"Nothing suc- 


ceeds like success." Harding aims at two things: 
Prosperity that will reach all classes, and dis- 
armament to the extent of substantially reduc- 
ing tax burdens. In a recent story built about 
an imaginary bolshevist uprising in England the 
faDure of, the downtrodden to uprise drew from 
the red leader complaint that the- government 
had not oppressed the people enough. He seemed 
to regard this failure of the government to be 
oppressive as a plot against bolshevism. If 
Americans as a whole arc fairly well off and con- 
tented in 1924 the most ringing epigrams that 
can be drawn from such lop-sidedoess as "jus- 
lice" develops may not serve to evict the repub- 
lican party. It is the habit of the republicans to 
make prosperity their big point. "The full din- 
ner pail" has always been present in its plans, 
one way or another. And so one gets, touching 
new or pending legislation backed by the ad- 
ministration, an angle at variance with that at 
which liberal criticism approaches it.

foreseen by the forefathers who laid the consti- 
tutional ground to "promote the general 
wel- 


fare" and "insure domestic tranquility." Due 
largely to the shortness of the official term, our 
politics tends to be too exigent. Administra- 
tions hesitate to venture upon basic changes 
which do not promise to be fruitful within four 
years. Lenine told the bolshevists it would take 
u century for soviet government to function 
with full advantage to the nation. Even were 
the system sound the change is so revolutionary 
that his estimate probably is not a wild pitch.
